The community was greatly shocked 
to learn of the death, on Tuesday, Oc- 
tober Itflth. of Carden Warner, Assessor 
of the Borough of Narberth and prom- 
inent in local affairs for many years. 

Mr. Warner, who was li.'i years of 
.i^'e, had been ill hut a few days, the 
cause of death being pneumonia. The 
funeral was held on Thursday and in- 
terment was made at West Laurel Hill 
Cemetery. 

He is survived by his wife, two sons, 
Carden F. Warner, M. D., of Washing- 
ton, D. C, and Fred Warner, Narberth 
architect. Two brothers are also living, 
Fred Warner, of Philadelphia, and 
Samuel Warner, of New York. 

Carden Warner, who was born in 
Philadelphia, was one of Narberth 's 
earliest residents. He moved to the 
community '.VI years ago, in the fall of 
INK I, before Narberth became a bor- 
ough. 

During the early years of his resi- 
dence he was closely identified with 
many projects of community interest, 
serving with the various associations 
and groups formed to lift Narberth out 
of its old situation as the neglected 
area of Lower Merion Township. Dur- 
ing most of the life of the Borough, 
Mr. Warner served as Assessor, which 
position he held at his death. 

Among the many positions and duties 
he assumed during his residence, his 
office as Treasurer of the Narberth Fire 
Company has been of great importance, 
and the care with which the position 
has been filled for many years has done 
much in aiding the growth of the com- 
pany. He was also a member of the 
Board of Health and a Director of the 
Narberth Building and Loan Associa- 
tion. 

In addition to being known as a pub- 
lic-spirited and progressive citizen, Mt. 
Warner was tireless in his duties as a 
father, and gave his two sons i splen- 
did education. CaTden F. Warner at- 
tended Haverford School and Hahne- 
mann Medical School. Later he studied 
medicine at Vienna. He is now a suc- 
cessful physician in Washington, D. C. 
Like his father, Carden F. Warner was 
greatly interested in Narberth affairs 
when he lived here. He was editor of 
the "Citizen," an early forerunner 
of "Our Town," and in 1905 publish- 
ed a history of the community in the 
early days, called "Narberth 's His- 
torical Prelude." 

His other son, Fred Warner, is a 
graduate of Haverford School and of 
the University of Pennsylvania School 
of Architecture. He is a member of 
the firm of Wallace & Warner, and has 
designed many of Narberth 's fine 
homes. 

At the regular meeting of the Nar- 
iberth Fire Company on Tuesday night 
the following resolution was passed: 

Whereas, Our community has been 
inexpressibly shocked by the sudden 
removal by death of our fell-member 
and associate, Garden Warner; and 

Whereas, During a long and useful 
lifetime he hns been a sincere and con- 
scientious worker for and in behalf of 
the Narberth Fire Company, having 
served long and faithfully as its Treas- 
urer and in other capacities; and 

Whereas, By his daily life and prac- 
tices he has set an example for his 
fellow-citizens in Christian charity, 
good citizenship and works for the pub- 
lic weal. Now, therefore, be it 

Resolved, That tire Narberth Fire 
Company, in regular meeting duly as- 
sembled', do record its heartfelt regrets 
of the death of Carden Warner, its 
Treasurer; its sincere appreciation of 
his services to and for it during his 
lifetime; its acknowledgment of the 
value of his example as a citizen, a 
neighbor, and a member, and its pro- 
found sympathy with his family in 
their bereavement.

•but to make an heroic effort to put 
hatred and pessimism behind and to 
build for the future. "All countries 
are still preparing for war," said Mrs.

She 
made an emphatic appeal in favor of 
the "World Court," whose object and 
functions she described very clearly, 
citing a number of the very grave 
questions which it has decided. She 
closed with a plea to all women to 
join in the campaign for this Court 
and asked them to appeal to their 
State Representatives to vote in favor 
of the United States entering it, quot- 
ing Lloyd George as saying, "If we 
do not destroy war, war will destroy 
us. ' '

Talks on Zoning ^ 

An illustrated lecture on zoning will 
feature the meeting of the Narberth 
League of Women Voters next Monday 
afternoon. The meeting, which will be 
held at 2.45 in the Y. M. C. A. build- 
ing, will be addressed by Mr. Joseph 
Wagner, Assistant Director of Public 
Works of Philadelphia. 

The subject of zoning is of constant 
interest to the people of Narberth, as 
there has been frequent agitation in 
favor of a protective ordinance which 
will prevent the spread of stores and 
other objectionable features to resi- 
dental areas. The Narberth Civic 
Association last winter agitated in 
favor of such a law, but Council stated 
that they could not act on it because 
of the lack of a State law permitting 
such legislation. 

The League has now been informed, 
though, that the last Legislature pass- 
ed a very comprehensive hill, enabling 
boroughs and townships of the first 
class to enact protective zoning laws. 
The discussion next Monday, therefore, 
v ill 'lie most timely, and the informa- 
lion which will be obtained in regard 
to the subject will be a basis for a 
probable re-opening of a campaign for 
a zoning ordinance this winter.

•'Candles in the Wind," by Maud 
Diver, is a reprint. Some years ago 
Mrs. Diver wrote three books which 
gained great popularity. They were: 
"Captain Desmond, V. C," "The 
Great Amulet" and "Candles in the 
Wind." The scenes of these three 
books are laid in India, and Mrs. Diver 
says that it is her desire to give a 
true picture of life and work on the 
Indian border. Woven into the 'book is 
a pretty love, story. 

"Rufus, " by Grace (3. Richmond, is 
(i new novel. Mrs. Richmond needs no 
introduction. "Rufus" has already 
been asked for by many Library read- 
ers. Jt is now ready for distribution. 
This is a story of a Doctor who has 
become n nervous wreck. A distant 
relative, young and beautiful, sets her- 
self the task of pulling him out of his 
despair. So why shouldn't they fall 
in love? 

Carolyn Wells — now, you boys and 
girls, both big and little, here 's an- 
other one for you to take home and 
thrill over. It is called ' ' Wheels With- 
in Wheels." Here is the big Howland 
house in Connecticut. Mr. Howland is 
found dead with no signs of foul play. 
In moving from one cemetery to an- 
other, the coffin of a daughter long 
dead, it is found that no 'body has ever 
lain upon the yellowed white satin. 
And then, on the morning of the fath- 
er's tragic death, a girl appears, who 
claims to be the dead daughter. Do 
you want to read it? It's in the Li- 
brary. 

"The Lengthened Shadow," by Wil- 
liam J. Locke, is a story similar to 
other Locke novels, in that it has a 
hero, kind, gentle and lova'ble, but it 
is different because it also portrays a 
villian, gay and charming, trot very 
wicked. The half French and half 
English girl is left to the guardianship 
of these two different men. With each 
she must spend six months of each year. 
In England her time is spent in a quiet 
home atmosphere; while the guardian 
who lives in France takes her to trail 
fights, the gaming table and brilliant 
social functions. Both men fall in love 
with her, and the book keeps you guess- 
ing till the very end. 

G. Stanley Hall, former President of 
Clark University, and now in his sev- 
enty-seventh year, has written his auto- 
biography called ''Life and Confes- 
sions of a Psychologist."
